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£6bn crossing to get an 
extra lane to ease flows

THE Lower Thames Crossing is now 
set to feature an extra lane in both 
directions as highways bosses adjust 
plans for the £6 billion project. 

Highways England is now 
proposing that the route between 
the A2 in Kent and A13 in Essex is 
three lanes in both directions, 
rather than two, which will involve 
widening the A2 to junction 1 of 
the M2, near the village of Shorne, 
to improve traffic flows. 

The proposed junction with the 
A226 in Gravesend has also been 
removed following feedback from 
residents and businesses that it would 
increase local traffic in the area. 

Further changes have been 
suggested on the other side of the 
river, including a new junction and 
link road at Tilbury, while a new 
design for the proposed junction 
with the M2 5 between junctions 
29 and 30 is now being progressed. 

Bosses say it aims to provide a 
safer junction with greater 
capacity that also blends better 
with the local landscape. 

Christian Brodie, chairman of 
South East Local Enterprise 


Partnership (SELEP), which aims 
to boost economic growth in the 
county, said: “It is clear Highways 
England has listened to businesses 
and local communities. 

“We recognise there are those on 
both sides of the Thames that will 
be affected, but believe Highways 
England is doing all it can to 
mitigate the impact. The new 
crossing will have a positive impact 
on the economy of the SELEP area, 
and the UK as a whole. 


“It is much more than just a 
tunnel with a road at either end. 

We welcome the focus of Highways 
England on ensuring it connects 
well with the wider road network 
in Kent and Essex.” 

Jo James, chief executive of Kent 
Invicta Chamber of Commerce, 
added: “The proposal to make each 
tunnel three lanes wide, and at the 
same time reduce the impact of HGVs 
on local communities, is great news. 

“This update will strengthen the 


confidence of the business community 
that the project team is moving through 
the design stage and towards getting 
diggers on site as quickly as possible.” 

It comes after some local 
campaigners opposed to the 
crossing claimed they had been “left 
in the dark” over developments. 

The crossing aims to be open by 
2027, which is at the back end of 
the target period proposed by the 
government when it announced its 
preferred route back in April.

Medical school call 
gathers momentum to 
help ease shortages 


NHS chiefs have thrown their weight 
behind calls for a medical school in 
east Kent to address a dramatic 
shortage of GPs and hospital doctors. 

MPs and campaigners have made 
the case for several months as 
pressure continues to grow on health 
services in the east of the county. 

The trust running Kent & Canter¬ 
bury Hospital, the East Kent Hospitals 
University NHS Foundation Trust, 
controversially announced earlier 
this year that some 35 people who 
normally attend by ambulance every 
day with conditions such as heart 
attacks, strokes and pneumonia, 
would instead be diverted to the 
William Harvey in Ashford and the 
QEQM in Margate. 

The changes, which health chiefs 
insist are only temporary, but have 
been in place since June, are the 
result of the trust struggling to 
recruit enough permanent consult¬ 
ants, though some vacancies have 
been filled in recent weeks. 

Long-term, the trust wants to 


“reorganise” its services at the three 
hospitals and is set to bring proposals 
forward for public consultation in 
the spring. 

Meanwhile, hundreds of patients 
in Folkestone are yet to be reallo¬ 
cated a new GP after a major surgery 
closed its doors for good earlier this 
week, sparking fears of increased 
pressure on A&E departments in 
other areas of the county. 

Hazel Carpenter, accountable 
officers for the east Kent clinical 
commissioning groups, which plan 
local healthcare said: “We have a 
serious shortage of GPs as well as 
hospital doctors. A medical school 
would mean we could attract and 
train people, many of whom will 
want to be part of the permanent 
medical workforce in east Kent. 

“It will also help to raise the 
ambition and educational attain¬ 
ment of children and young people in 
east Kent. The universities, NHS and 
whole community are united on this 
- we must have a medical school.”

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Shine on Beaver Moon, as we get clear view 


SKYGAZERS got a clear view of the Beaver Moon on 
Friday and Saturday as it appeared larger and brighter 
than normal. 

The second 'supermoon’ of the year was visible 
overnight and with clear skies for much of the county 
many were able to witness the Moon looking around 14 
per cent larger and 30 per cent brighter. 


In the Northern Hemisphere, November’s full moon 
occurs at the time of year when hunters used to set 
traps before waters froze over to ensure a supply of 
warm furs for winter - hence the name Beaver Moon. 

The moon has a slightly elliptical orbit - it does not 
move round the Earth in a perfect circle. At some 
points the moon is about five per cent closer to Earth.

Interest rate rise set to 
push up rental costs, 
warns financial expert

RENT costs in Kent could soon start 
to rise as landlords find themselves 
facing an interest rate rise - and the 
possibility of more to come. 

The Bank of England hiked inter¬ 
est rates by a quarter of a percent on 
Thursday - the first rise in over a dec¬ 
ade - to bring the interest rate up to 
0.5 per cent. 

And governor Mark Carney sig¬ 
nalled it was likely to keep climbing 
- up to one per cent by 2020. 

This week’s rise adds around £31 
a month to those with a mortgage of 
around £250,000. 

But while those living in homes 
with a mortgage will experience the 
increase, it could be those renting 
that feel the pain too. 

Donna McCreadie is a buy-to-let spe¬ 
cialist at Perrys Chartered Account¬ 
ants, based in its Wrotham office. 

She explained: “The increase of in¬ 
terest rates announced by the Bank 
of England is another blow to buy-

to-let landlords, who in recent times 
have already suffered an increase on 
tax rates and stamp duty. 

“It is a possibility that if a land¬ 
lord’s current mortgage rate is on a 
variable deal, this will eventually 


trickle down to the tenants and af¬ 
fect rent levels.” 

Policymakers on the Bank’s nine- 
strong Monetary Policy Committee 
(MPC) voted 7-2 in favour of the 
quarter point rise, which marks the 
first rates increase since July 2007. 

The move comes as the Bank looks 
to dampen Brexit-fuelled inflation, 
which it predicts will now peak at 
around 3.2 per cent this autumn. 

The Bank’s quarterly inflation re¬ 
port also suggested two more rate 
hikes are likely over the next three 
years to return inflation back to its 
two per cent target, which could see 
rates hit one per cent by the end of 
2020 . 

Experts estimate that eight mil¬ 
lion Britons have never seen interest 
rates rise in their adult lives, with 
borrowing costs having languished 
at rock-bottom lows since the finan¬ 
cial crisis. 

There are fears over the timing of 
the cut, given the uncertainty amid 
Brexit negotiations and as Britons 
are being squeezed by paltry wage 
growth and sharply rising inflation. 


DISGRACED Hollywood film producer 
Harvey Weinstein was set to go up in 
smoke on Saturday night after he was 
revealed as the much-anticipated 
celebrity effigy at this year’s Edenbridge 
Bonfire. 

The not-for-profit Edenbridge Bonfire 
Society has been poking fun at celebri¬ 
ties for over 20 years in its now-tradi- 
tional event, which attracts more than 
10,000 people from across Kent and 
beyond each year. 

It sees an 11-metre ‘Guy’ go up in 
flames alongside an effigy of Guy 
Fawkes, all to raise thousands of pounds 
for local charities. 

Past targets have been a real mixture 
of public figures, including Donald 
Trump, Katie Hopkins, Russell Brand, 
Jonathan Ross, both of the Blairs, Katie 
Price, Wayne Rooney, Lance Arm¬ 
strong, Gordon Brown, Anne Robinson, 
and even Saddam Hussein. 

Weinstein was picked by the society to 
be this year’s public figurine at the event 
after he became embroiled in a string of 
allegations of sexual assaults against 
female employees and movie stars. 

The Edenbridge event was to take 
place on Saturday evening, starting 
with a torchlight procession through 
the village before the main bonfire event 
and fireworks.

Refugees need help 
but not here, says MP 

THE government should spend more money 
helping Middle Eastern child refugees “nearer 
their homes” to discourage “long and sometimes 
lethal” journeys to Kent, an MP has claimed. 

Gravesham MP Adam Holloway called for the 
government to prioritise spending in Syria and 
other war-torn countries, rather than on accom¬ 
modating the children in Kent. 

Speaking in a debate on Calais and unaccom¬ 
panied child refugees in Europe, he said: “We 
must do what is right and not just what makes us 
feel good. 

“If we’re really going to help those who most 
need our help, we’ll help more people by helping 
them outside our borders and stopping these 
immoral pull factors. 

“We should be helping the many, not pulling in 
the few.” 

Dover MP Charlie Elphicke also spoke of the 
need to ease the pressure on the county’s 
resources. 


Jail for stabbing man 
in neck on doorstep 

A THUG has been jailed after stabbing a man who 
stepped out of his Folkestone home to take out the 
rubbish in the neck. 

Gerard Keogh, 36 of no fixed address, carried out 
the knife attack as the victim returned to his front 
door on March 16. 

The court heard how Keogh’s victim was the rel¬ 
ative of a woman he had been staying with in 
Folkestone. Earlier that day the pair had a disagree¬ 
ment and Keogh had made threats towards one of 
her friends. Later that day Keogh tracked her down 
to the house and without warning charged at the 
man, who had never met him before, punching him 
in the face and stabbing him in the neck. 

Keogh was acquitted of attempted murder by a 
jury at Canterbury Crown Court in September, 
however he did admit to wounding with intent. He 
also pleaded guilty to theft and criminal damage 
and was sentenced to nine-and-a-half years in jail. 
He will serve an additional three years on licence 
upon his release. 


Sports hub begins at 
former golf club site 

WORK started this week on the eagerly anticipated 
Herne Bay Sports Hub - a multi-million pound 
community site which will provide a base for local 
football, hockey, tennis and cricket teams. 

Planning permission for the 100-acre site, formerly 
Heme Bay Golf Club on the Old Thanet Way, was 
approved in September 2015. It also includes the 
building of572 homes, a care home, restaurants, 
shops, offices and a pub. 

It is claimed the project will pump millions of 
pounds into the local economy, creating more than 
1,000 longterm and construction jobs. 

Mark Quinn, of developers Quinn Estates, said: 

‘ We will be delivering an investment of £20 million in 
this scheme. I think that figure confidently demon¬ 
strates how much we want to give back to the 
community.” 

Heme Bay MP Sir Roger Gale added: ‘ ‘These 
playing fields and facilities will be transformative in 
the sporting life of the town for generations to come 
and will be of immense value to the town.’ ’ 
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Crackdown to tackle dangers 
of driving after taking drugs

A HARD-hitting campaign designed to slow 
the increase in serious injuries and deaths 
on our roads caused by driving while under 
the influence of drugs, has been launched. 

Figures released this week revealed that 
during 2016, there were 59 incidents on the 
county’s roads as a result of drug use. Of 
those, 16 people were seriously injured and 
three killed. 

The data comes from Kent County Coun¬ 
cil’s road safety team which is spearheading 
a month-long awareness campaign this 
month. The campaign highlights how it is 
impossible to predict how a drug will affect 
your driving. 

Road safety team leader Vicky Harvey 
said: “Drug drivers can suffer from blurred 
vision, erratic and aggressive behaviour, 
nausea, hallucinations, panic attacks, para¬ 
noia, shakes, dizziness and fatigue. 

“In such a condition, it is a very bad idea to 
be behind the wheel of a car, for you, your 
passengers and other people on the roads or 
pavements. 

“Taking drugs and driving will impair 
your ability to drive - our message is don’t let 
drugs take the driving seat; they affect your 
ability to concentrate, to react in an emer¬ 


gency and to perceive accurately what’s go¬ 
ing on around you.” 

There have been over 100 crashes because 
of drug driving in Kent over the past two 
years. Chief inspector Richard Smeed added: 
“Getting a drug-driving conviction could 
cost you your driving licence, and perhaps 
even your job and your home, but worse still 
you could be responsible for causing some¬ 
one serious injury or death. 

“Motorists who do this need to know that 
drugs stay in the system for longer than alco¬ 


hol, and often for more than 24 hours. 

“It’s illegal, it’s reckless and it’s wrong. 
It’s as simple as that.” 

The campaign’s advertising, which runs 
across TV, radio and online, features a 
young woman being a ‘puppet’ to the drugs 
she has taken, showing her getting behind 
the wheel and the life-changing result. 

Motorists who get behind the wheel after 
taking illegal drugs face a criminal record, 
loss of their licence for at least a year and 
an unlimited fine.

MPs to hold housing talks

THE government’s housing minister 
has agreed to meet with local MPs to 
discuss controversial proposals for 
thousands more homes, which they 
claim are a “disproportionate burden 
on the Medway towns”. 

The Department for Communities 
and Local Government (DCLG) is cur¬ 
rently consulting on a strategy to 
help fix the housing crisis, and has 
suggested Medway Council needs to 
provide almost 9,000 more homes, 
on top of the near-30,000 already 
earmarked in its local plan - a blue¬ 
print used to help shape development 
and make decisions on planning ap¬ 
plications over the next two decades. 

The proposals, which represent a 
staggering 29 per cent uplift in the 
level of housing to be allocated to 
Medway, were strongly rejected by 
the local authority’s cabinet last 
week, and Conservative council lead¬ 
er Alan Jarrett hit out at his own gov¬ 
ernment and insisted he would “not 
stand idly by whilst our green spaces 
and our housing market are decimat¬ 
ed”. 

At the heart of the frustration for 
Medway, which is a unitary authori¬ 
ty, is the seemingly more intense fo¬ 
cus on the south east region, where 
the average rise is some 35 per cent, 


compared to other areas of the coun¬ 
try, some of which have even seen a 
fall in their level of housing need. 

Rochester and Strood MP Kelly Tol- 
hurst brought the row into the House 
of Commons on Monday, telling min¬ 
ister Alok Sharma: “The proposed re¬ 
vised housing formula will add a fur¬ 
ther 8,000 homes to the current 
target of 30,000 which I believe is un¬ 


sustainable and undeliverable with¬ 
out large investment in infrastruc¬ 
ture. 

“Will [Mr Sharma] agree to meet 
with me and Medway colleagues to 
look at this disproportionate burden 
on the Medway towns? ” 

The DCLG told us last week the pro¬ 
posals were not a local target, but 
would help make sure there’s a clear 


and realistic assessment of how many 
new homes are needed. 

Mr Sharma said in response: “Of 
course I will meet with Ms Tolhurst. 

“I should just point out that Med¬ 
way doesn’t have an up-to-date plan 
in place at the moment and I would 
encourage them to respond to the 
consultation proposals that were set 
out.”

A SERIAL conman has ad¬ 
mitted pretending his 
family died in the Gren¬ 
fell Tower fire to obtain 
around £12,500 meant 
for the victims. 

Anh Nhu Nguyen claimed his wife 
and son were killed in the June 14 dis¬ 
aster and was photographed beside 
the Prince of Wales when he met sur¬ 
vivors. 

As part of his deceit, Nguyen spun a 
cruel tale to family liasion officers, de¬ 
scribing in detail how he lost sight of 
his family in the smoke-clogged stair¬ 
well, police said. 

But while a major recovery opera¬ 
tion was under way on June 15, the 
fraudster was actually nine miles 
away at a housing charity, according 
to prosecutors. 

He posed as a victim of the blaze for 
almost two weeks and was given 
around £12,500 from charities and 
Kensington and Chelsea Council. 

The 52-year-old, of Beckenham, 
pleaded guilty at Southwark Crown 
Court on Thursday to two counts of 
fraud by false representation and one 
count of making an untrue statement 
for the purpose of obtaining a pass¬ 
port. 

The conviction comes amid fears 
that more people could have attempt¬ 
ed to dishonestly profit from the trag¬ 
edy. 

The Metropolitan Police said in Sep¬ 
tember they were investigating a se¬ 
ries of other cases where individuals 
had fraudulently attempted to claim 
money. 

Responding to Thursday’s convic¬ 
tion, Elizabeth Campbell, leader of 
Kensington and Chelsea Council, 
called the behaviour “disgraceful”. 

She added: “We will continue to 
kentnews.co.uk kent-life.co.uk 


work with the police on any case like 
this that may emerge. 

“I want to make it clear - if you are 
fraudulently claiming money that is 
for the survivors of the Grenfell Tower 
fire, authorities will be tracking you, 
you will be found, and you will be 
prosecuted.” 

Nguyen showed no emotion as he 
entered his pleas through a translator. 

He will be sentenced on December 
15. 

More than 80 people were killed in 
the blaze which devastated the 24-sto¬ 
rey building, leaving scores of others 
homeless. 

Nguyen had first visited to Westway 
Sports Centre four days after the blaze 
and was given a hotel room, clothing, 
food, electrical items and money after 
posing as one of the survivors. 

He was discovered to be a fake when 
he gave several different flat numbers, 
some of which did not exist and one 
where a real victim lived. 

Police said he claimed to have been 
treated at St Mary’s Hospital in Pad¬ 
dington for smoke inhalation - but no 
record of his visit was found. 

Judge Philip Bartle said at a previous 
hearing there was a “contemptible ele¬ 
ment” to the fraud. 

He told the court: “This defendant 
succeeded in achieving money out of 
the misery and tragedy of people who, 
unlike this defendant if he pleads 
guilty, genuinely suffered by this ter¬ 
rible fire.” 

Nguyen was born in Vietnam, has 
been in the UK since the 1980s, is a 
British citizen and has 17 aliases. 

He has 28 previous convictions for 
56 offences spanning more than 30 
years, including theft, dishonest of¬ 
fences, arson and grievous bodily 
harm. 

Prosecutor Jonathan Polnay previ¬ 
ously said: “He said he lost his wife, 
child and all his worldly possessions - 
he was given £100 cash and signed for 



it on that basis. 

“He attended the following day and 
was given £260, then given accom¬ 
modation at Holiday Inn Express, the 
current bill just under £2,000. 

“On June 21 he applied for 
£5,000 and gave his address as flat 18 
Grenfell Tower, but there is no flat 17 
or 18. 

“He then gave another address of 
another flat, there are other people 
who live in that flat who have con¬ 
firmed that.” 

The family of the victim who lived at 
one of the addresses was caused “sig¬ 
nificant distress” after being ques¬ 
tioned by police as a result of the fraud. 

He was also convicted of lying to au¬ 
thorities that he lost his passport dur¬ 
ing the fire, in the name of Anh Tuan 
Nguyen. 

Kate Mulholland, a specialist prose¬ 
cutor from the Crown Prosecution 
Service, said: “Nguyen’s deceit in the 
aftermath of such a catastrophic loss 
of life was breathtaking. 

“He was willing to lie again and 
again, adapting his story when it was 
questioned, in order to profit from the 
huge aid efforts and outpouring of

After the visit he told a reporter 
for the Press Association he had 
fled from the 15th floor of the 
burning high-rise with his wife and 
12-year-old son. 

Two days later, it emerged that

Nguyen, who was wearing a 
wristband that gave him access to 
the rest centre, appeared extreme¬ 
ly distressed and agitated as he 
relayed his ordeal in broken 
English. 

He claimed the fire had de¬ 
stroyed “everything” he owned, 
and that he was so upset about 
having lost his wife and son that he 
could not eat or concentrate. 

Recounting his supposed 
escape, he said that the smoke 
became so thick he had to hold a 
wet towel out in front of him with 
both hands when he reached the 
eighth floor, and he became 
separated from his family. 

He said there was so much 
smoke he could not see the lift, and 
later recalled seeing many dead 
bodies in the doorways. 

After the fire, he said he spent 
two nights at the Westway centre 
on the floor with only a sheet and 
no mattress before being put in two 
nearby hotels. 

He said he had lost his passport 
and ID in the fire, and that he 
was in contact with the authorities 
about trying to get family over from 
Hong Kong for his wife and son’s 
funeral.

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Campaigners step up pressure 
on gambling’s ‘crack cocaine’ 


A further consultation is under way over fixed odds betting terminals which allow players to gamble a 
staggering £100 every 20 seconds. But those fighting the machines say it should be reduced to just £2

P LANS to cut the maximum 
stake on controversial 
gambling machines don’t 
go far enough, Kent cam¬ 
paigners claim. 

Fixed odds betting terminals 
(FOBTs) - known as the crack cocaine 
of gambling - are said to be danger¬ 
ously addictive and currently allow a 
stake of up to £100 every 20 seconds, 
allowing a player to theoretically 
gamble away £18,000 an hour. 

In an announcement on Tuesday, 
the government said it would cut the 
maximum stake to between £50 and 
£2 as part of a package of measures in 
its gambling review. 

However, many protesters criti¬ 
cised ministers for failing to fully 
commit to reducing the limit to £2, as 
a 12-week consultation into the pro¬ 
posals, which have been delayed in 
coming forward by the snap general 
election, was launched. 

Leader of the opposition Labour 
group on Medway Council, Vince Ma¬ 
ple, has long made the case for a se¬ 
verely reduced stake, previously dub¬ 
bing the machines a “cancer on 
Medway’s high streets”. 

Medway has been a particular 
problem area over the years, which 
led to the unitary council introduc¬ 
ing a pioneering cross-operator self¬ 
exclusion scheme, since replicated by 
a number of local authorities nation¬ 
wide. 

He told KoS this week: “The fact 
that we are into yet another consulta¬ 
tion is disappointing. 

“But we may be getting close to a 
conclusion that I would like to see 
which is reducing the stake to £2 - 
that’s an option which is not off the 
table. 

“Over the next 12 weeks I will be 
doing everything lean, working with 
community activists and faith 
groups, to hammer home that this is 
the only solution. 

“Reducing it to £50 would not 
make that much difference, which is 
why we need to reduce it to £2 and 
bring it in line with other machines 
in pubs and bingo halls.” 

Cllr Maple’s frustration was shared 
by recovering gambling addict, 
Justyn Larcombe, from Tonbridge, 
who said the maximum stake “has to 
be £2, because if it’s any more than 
that it won’t stop the damage”. 

Mr Larcombe, who served in the 
British Army for almost nine years, 
said certain traits can make people 
more likely to become addicted. 

“I think people with a certain per¬ 
sonality trait may be more suscepti¬ 
ble to this. People who perhaps like a 
bit of excitement - you know my mili¬

tary background, my parachuting, 
my commando course. 

“I think people who are quite com¬ 
petitive by nature but perhaps not the 
best at losing, and people who are op¬ 
timistic - those are the people for 
which gambling is quite dangerous. 

“In the military and on the rugby 
pitch I was always taught never to 
give up, to find a way through. And 
when you realise that all of a sudden, 
you’ve lost money, it’s hard for that 
kind of person, for me, to be able to let 
go of it and move on, which is what 
you need to do. 

“And actually, it’s what most peo¬ 
ple do when they bet - they just let go 
of their losses, they think, ‘Oh that 
hurt, I’ll move on’,” he said. 

He added that a problem gambler 
finds it very difficult to let go of their 
losses, but also finds it very hard to 
stop when they are winning because 
they believe that they are on a roll 
and can always win more. 

“It stops being about the money, 
and it’s more about the actual activi¬ 
ty. So, for me, by the end, gambling 


was my escape. It was somewhere I 
went to run away from the destruc¬ 
tion and chaos that I’d caused,” he 
said. 

“And the worst thing about the 
gambling addiction is the damage it 
does around you to the people you 
love the most. 

“And I lost my family, and my 
home, and everything else, directly 
because of my actions in relation to 
gambling.” 

According to figures made availa¬ 
ble by campaign group Stop the 
FOBTs, there are 645 FOBTs across 
Kent and Medway, with punters 
around the county losing some £35m 
in 2016, and a staggering £234.2m 
on machines since 2008. 

However, the Association of British 
Bookmakers has frequently dis¬ 
missed criticism of the machines, 
pointing out there are now fewer bet¬ 
ting shops than at any time since 
2003, with the number of FOBTs also 
falling by 0.5 per cent in the past 
year. 

It has also denied that FOBTs are 


more addictive than other forms of 
gambling. 

A spokesman said this week: “This 
consultation sets out a number of 
proposals which we will consider and 
respond to. 

“We believe the focus of any final 
decision should be to ensure meas¬ 
ures are adopted that will be of genu¬ 
ine benefit to problem gamblers. 

“Betting shops cater for over six 
million customers every year and the 
vast majority of them gamble respon¬ 
sibly. 

“We know that most problem gam¬ 
blers use seven or more different 
types of gambling products, therefore 
there is a challenge for the whole 
gambling industry to move from a po¬ 
sition where there is a stable level of 
problem gambling in this country to 
one where problem gambling rates 
are decreasing. 

“Betting shops are investing very 
significant sums of money to help 
identify those at risk so that they get 
the help that they need, we are con¬ 
tinually updating and working to im¬ 


prove responsible gambling meas¬ 
ures.” 

During a debate in the House of 
Commons this week, some MPs made 
the case that bookmakers provide sig¬ 
nificant employment and contribute 
to the economy, and warned of a det¬ 
rimental impact. 

Culture minister and Chatham and 
Aylesford MP Tracey Crouch, who 
made the announcement, told col¬ 
leagues there could be a reduction in 
shops if stakes were reduced signifi¬ 
cantly in the future, adding that the 
changes could encourage a renewed 
focus from bookmakers on horse rac¬ 
ing. 

Cllr Maple said in response to the 
concerns: “I don’t accept the argu¬ 
ment that this will see hundreds of 
bookmakers shut across the county. 
As I’ve always said, I’m not anti-gam¬ 
bling, I’m anti-problem gambling. 

“The final proof will be in the pud¬ 
ding in another 12 weeks, but as far 
as I’m concerned, every day we have 
these machines on our high streets is 
a day too long.”

She kept us waiting, but this week we headed to

W HEN Hollywood actors take 
to an awards stage and 
claim they hadn’t prepared a 
victory speech because they 
never expected to win, it’s 
hard to accept it as genuine sincerity, rather 
than an attempt at modesty. 

Yet when Rosie Duffield stepped into a 
largely-empty House of Commons just under 
five months ago to be officially sworn in as 
Canterbury’s first ever Labour MP, she could 
be heard, courtesy of the chamber’s many 
microphones, admitting she was “completely 
terrified”. 

Asked if she wanted to swear or affirm 
when taking the oath of allegiance to the 
Crown, she replied: “I’m happy to do the Bible 
bit, whichever that is”. 

This was clearly somebody just as sur¬ 
prised and shocked as everybody else in Kent, 
that she had successfully unseated Sir Julian 
Brazier, the Conservative stalwart of 30 
years, against all odds. 

“I had no idea that could be picked up, that 
was so embarrassing,” she told KoS, burying 
her head in her hands, as we sat down this 
week at Westminster. 

Arranging such an interview has not come 
without its challenges, and eleventh-hour 
cancellations, perhaps again symbolic of an 
MP taking a while to adjust to a life-chang¬ 
ing new role - something she freely admits. 

“On the night of the election, I stood think¬ 
ing ‘this is a bit of a practice and I’d really like 
to dent Julian Brazier’s majority’. 

“But throughout the day I was visiting 
polling stations and crazy things started 
happening. 

“People wanted selfies with me and I was 
slightly mobbed wherever I went, which was 
odd because I’ve always sat on polling sta¬ 
tions and helped out, and I thought ‘what’s 
going on? This is a bit strange’. 

“But I probably didn’t take it seriously until 
about 2.30am when we started getting the 
numbers in and it looked a lot closer than I 
thought. 

“Even when it was announced I didn’t be¬ 
lieve it and we asked for a recount thinking it

was the other way around. 

“I started seeing my name written down at 
various things with a badge and it said ‘MP’ 
and I thought ‘oh, that’s me.’ 

“It probably took four or five weeks until it 
really sank in. That sounds crazy but that’s 
how it felt. 

“But I got over that, and it’s lovely being in 
that chamber. It’s what I’ve dreamed of all 
my life and now I feel like I belong there a bit 
more.” 

Many analysts, including Sir Julian him¬ 
self, attributed Ms Duffield’s success to La¬ 
bour policies on tuition fees and student debt, 
with the constituency served by three major 
universities. 

The defeated Tory told us earlier in the 
summer the pledges were “a huge, huge 
bung” which “attracted a lot of naive young 
people who have not had to balance a budget 
before in their lives”. 

Rejecting the notion it was solely the youth 
vote that brought about her victory, Ms Duff¬ 
ield said: “That’s really underestimating 
young people. 

“If you speak to 10 or 20 or 30 students 
every one will come up with a different rea- 
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son for voting. 

“This assumption it was just 
about tuition fees and that it was a 
self-serving vote is really insulting. 

“You talk to a student and they’ll 
tell you there’s so many issues - 
they’re worried about their parents, 
their pension, whether they’ll be 
able to afford a home and the NHS.” 

The health service is a particular¬ 
ly significant issue in her constitu¬ 
ency, with the Kent & Canterbury 
Hospital suffering quite drastic cuts 
to services 

East Kent Hospitals University 
NHS Foundation Trust (EKHUFT) 
controversially announced earlier 
this year that some 35 people who 
normally attend by ambulance eve¬ 
ry day with conditions such as heart 
attacks, strokes and pneumonia, 
would instead be diverted to the 
William Harvey in Ashford and the 
QEQM in Margate. 

The changes, which health chiefs 
insist are only temporary, but have 
been in place since June, are the re¬ 
sult of the trust struggling to recruit 
enough permanent consultants, 
though some vacancies have been 
filled in recent weeks. 

Uncertainty has been further ex¬ 
acerbated by the departure of chief 
executive Matthew Kershaw in Sep¬ 
tember, who left to take up a role at 
a think-tank. 

Long-term, the trust wants to “re¬ 
organise” its services at the three 
hospitals and is set to bring propos¬ 
als forward for public consultation 
in the spring. 

Ms Duffield said: “We’re in this 
weird limbo at the moment of des¬ 
perately waiting to hear. Obviously 
all I want is a functioning hospital 


and an emergency department. 

“People are desperate and very 
worried and suffering and we need 
that to stop. I’m making as much 
noise as I can, meeting with them a 
couple of times a week and bom¬ 
barding them with letters we get 
from worried people. 

“We need a solution that is going 
to last and actually solve problems 
and help people and the NHS have 
got to bear all that in mind. Let’s see 
what they come up with.” 

Campaigners organised a public 
meeting last weekend where frus¬ 
trations were vented and calls grew 
for a new hospital, after developer 
Quinn Estates announced earlier 
this year it was interested in replac¬ 
ing the existing hospital buildings 
with new ones. 

However, the MP was controver¬ 
sially not told of developments by 
the Conservative leader of Canter¬ 
bury City Council, Simon Cook, be¬ 
fore they were revealed to the me¬ 
dia. 

“I’ve been apologised to but I 
didn’t like the way it was announced 
in the papers, I thought that was 
quite bad manners,” she said. 

“I know other Kent MPs seemed to 
know more about it than I did as 
well, which is interesting.” 

Not since 2010 has the county 
had a Labour representative in par¬ 
liament, and Ms Duffield claims she 
is in “a unique position” of having to 
work alongside her 16 Conservative 
neighbours - as well as Tory-con- 
trolled councils - while simultane¬ 
ously fighting against a government 
she blames for “capping salaries and 
NHS cuts”. 

She said: “I regularly meet Helen

Whately [Faversham and Mid Kent 
MP] for a chat to discuss local is¬ 
sues. 

“It’d be stupid to cut myself off 
from those people, there’s got to be 
things we can deal with on a cross¬ 
party footing, but of course it’s 
tricky. 

“I’ll do my best but I need more 
Labour support in the county. We’ve 
shown it’s possible now; other parts 
of Kent can get a Labour MP if they 
want to. It’s not the case that we can 
write off the whole of Kent as Con¬ 
servative. 

“People are thinking about the 
policies, what do people stand for? 
Will the candidate make a good lo¬ 
cal MP? I want to be a good local MP 
to represent all the people, not just 
those who voted for me. 

“People from a traditional Tory 
area are thinking again. It doesn’t 
have to be that way, think outside 
the box, it can happen.” 

Already in her short tenure, Ms 
Duffield has faced challenges, being 
branded “hypocritical” for sending 
her two children to grammar 


schools, despite her party’s well- 
documented opposition to the selec¬ 
tive system. 

Defending her stance, she claims 
her son asked eight years ago, when 
she was “not standing for public of¬ 
fice or particularly politically active 
in the local area”, if he could go to 
“the school with the climbing wall”, 
which happened to be Simon Lang- 
ton Boys. 

Then over the weekend she was 
back in the headlines as it emerged 
she was paid £500 to appear on 
Russia Today, a state-funded TV sta¬ 
tion dubbed “Vladimir Putin’s prop¬ 
aganda channel”, which critics felt 
undermined her campaigning on 
LGBT issues, given the Kremlin’s 
controversial stance on gay life¬ 
styles. 

“If anyone spends 20 minutes 
looking up on the register of inter¬ 
ests, they’ll find more Tory MPs that 
appear on that channel than any¬ 
one else,” she said. 

“The show I appeared on was a 
comedy show, it doesn’t have a set of 
agendas that adhere to Putin’s,

whatever that might be. 

“My LGBT record speaks for itself, 
and it upsets me that trolling web¬ 
sites that make up angles like that 
get to lead the agenda and right- 
wing newspapers will pick that up 
as news. It isn’t, it’s a distraction.” 

Despite the early obstacles she’s 
had to face, Ms Duffield is clearly a 
popular figure already both in the 
constituency and in Westminster. 

She was widely complimented on 


both sides of the house on her maid¬ 
en speech, while closer to home, she 
received something of a rockstar’s 
reception when she took to the stage 
at Canterbury’s Pride event a few 
days after the election. 

“It’s so complicated. I’m having to 
learn every day,” she admitted. 

“Suddenly you have to cram all 
this knowledge in, it’s good for the 
brain cells, I guess. 

“You feel like you’re getting to 


grips with it and then something 
else comes along, so it’s a constant 
learning exercise, which is great 
and exciting. 

“I’m never going to get bored do¬ 
ing this job or take it for granted. 
The minute I get complacent, I don’t 
deserve the job anymore. 

“I realise how fortunate I am, 
there’s a lot of work to do, and 
I’m prepared to do it. What’s not 
to love?”

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Sleaze ‘witch-hunt’ must stop, 
insists MP as Commons rocked 

It has been a traumatic week at Westminster - and some Kent MPs have found themselves at the very 
centre of claims and counter claims about their behaviour, with Sir Michael Fallon the big casualty

S IR Roger Gale says he fears a 
“witch-hunt” against MPs, 
under fire following wide¬ 
spread allegations of sexual 
harassment, will deter 
young people from entering politics. 

Westminster has been dominated 
by talk of scandal this week, with 
Kent MPs and ministers Damian 
Green and Sir Michael Fallon both at 
the heart of claims of inappropriate 
behaviour. 

Sir Michael, who represents Seven- 
oaks, sensationally quit the front 
bench on Wednesday night, just days 
after he apologised after it emerged 
he touched the knee of a female jour¬ 
nalist back in 2002. Meanwhile, the 
prime minister has ordered an inves¬ 
tigation into reports her effective dep¬ 
uty, Ashford’s Mr Green, made simi¬ 
lar inappropriate advances to a 
female activist - allegations he 
strongly denies. 

However, Thanet North MP Sir 
Roger told KoS the row was “heavily 
over-the-top” and that he feared bud¬ 
ding politicans would be put off from 
embarking upon a career in parlia¬ 
ment. 

“It’s getting to the stage where you 
can’t do anything that’s half-nor¬ 
mal,” he said. 

“There was a time when I was a 
relatively attractive young man, and I 
attracted attention with it. I knew 
perfectly well as a single man I could 
flirt with a young woman. 

“One would find it flattering and 
fun, another would say they’re not in¬ 
terested. One woman’s pleasure is an¬ 
other’s poison. That’s the nature of 
the human animal, that’s why we 
pick mates. 

“I have had, in my time, quite a few 
girlfriends, and then I found my wife 
who I love to bits. It was a process of 
selection. 

“What worries me most is I look 
back and think would Roger Gale 
want to go into parliament as it is 
now? And I wouldn’t. The media has 
one hell of a lot to answer for. This is 
not in the Harvey Weinstein league.” 

Labour has launched an independ¬ 
ent inquiry into claims that promi¬ 
nent activist Bex Bailey was discour¬ 
aged by a party official from reporting 
an alleged rape at a Labour event in 
2011 on the grounds it might damage 
her political career. 

And in a separate case, a woman 
who claims she was sexually assault¬ 
ed by an MP on a foreign work trip 
last year has said her allegations were 
not taken seriously. 

Sir Roger added: “If someone has 
attempted rape, the port of call for the 


person being assaulted is the police, 
and that is very serious. 

“The idea you can say ’10 years ago 
I met an MP and he had his hand on 
my knee and I was horrified; so horri¬ 
fied it took me 10 years to say any¬ 
thing’ is rubbish. 

“The flood of allegations could 
mask the serious cases that need in¬ 
vestigation and I fear it’s going to de¬ 
ter good, able men and women with 
talent, drive, commitment and deter¬ 
mination from coming into the 
house. 

“I am not saying all MPs are per¬ 
fect, I’m not, none of us are. If you 
want nuns and monks elected, then 
elect nuns and monks. 

“We have to get real and have a 
sense of proportion.” 

The county’s newest MP, mean¬ 
while, said she was quickly made 
aware of “lots of rumours” of sexual 
harassment around the Houses of 
Parliament after winning her seat 
over the summer. 

Rosie Duffield was elected Labour 
MP for Canterbury back in June and 
claimed she hadn’t witnessed any 
specific cases during her five months 
in Westminster, but that “there are 
always stories”. 

She told KoS: “I’ve only been here a 
few months, and I don’t know person¬ 
ally that it’s any worse than any oth¬ 


er workplace I’ve been in. 

“Every woman I know my age will 
have encountered some kind of har¬ 
assment from very low level to some¬ 
thing more troubling, and there are 
lots of rumours around here. 

“I know people have been affected 
by things and I hope it does all get 
flushed out and dealt with in the right 
way. 

“There are certain things people 
say and you think ‘that’s not very ap¬ 
propriate’ but I hope people are learn¬ 
ing a lesson and looking at them¬ 
selves and realising they’re going to 
be held to account. 

“It’s important staff at all levels feel 
safe and that they’re going to be tak¬ 
en seriously and there’s support. It’s 
one thing being an MP, but if you 
work in a department, or for an MP, 
you should be able to speak out.” 

A so-called “dirty dossier” making 
a series of allegations against a 
number of MPs - including some from 
Kent - began doing the rounds as the 
week progressed, but much of the at¬ 
tention was on Mr Green. 

Kate Maltby, who is three decades 
younger than the Ashford MP, told 
The Times that Mr Green had “fleet- 
ingly” touched her knee during a 
meeting in a Waterloo pub in 2015 
and a year later sent her a “sugges¬ 
tive” text message after she was pic¬ 


tured wearing a corset in the newspa¬ 
per. 

Mr Green said any allegation that 
he made sexual advances to Ms 
Maltby was “untrue (and) deeply 
hurtful”. 

Ms Maltby, 31, said that 61-year- 
old Mr Green was an old friend of her 
parents who she had approached for 
advice after becoming involved in 
Tory activism. 

When they met for drinks, she said 
he suggested could help her start a 
political career, before turning the 
conversation to the subject of affairs 
at Westminster. 

Ms Maltby said that he mentioned 
that his own wife was “very under¬ 
standing” and she then “felt a fleeting 
hand against my knee - so brief it was 
almost deniable”. 

Angered by the incident, she had 
no further contact with Mr Green un¬ 
til his text a year later saying he had 
“admired you in a corset” and invit¬ 
ing her for a drink. 

Writing in The Times, she said she 
renewed contact with Mr Green after 
his appointment to the cabinet, but 
doubted he knew how “awkward, 
embarrassed and professionally com¬ 
promised” she felt about the alleged 
incident. 

Mr Green said it was “absolutely 
and completely untrue that I’ve ever 


made any sexual advances on Ms 
Maltby”. His text was sent in the spirit 
of “two friends agreeing to meet up 
for a regular catch-up”, he said, add¬ 
ing: “This untrue allegation has 
come as a complete shock and is deep¬ 
ly hurtful, especially from someone I 
considered a personal friend.” 

This week he instructed libel law¬ 
yers to examine the coverage he was 
receiving while saying he was pre¬ 
pared to publish the text messages 
involved in order to set the record 
straight. 

However, in a turbulent week, rep¬ 
utations are being tarnished - for fact 
or fiction. 

A list apparently drawn up by Tory 
whips was being widely circulated 
online detailing the names of a 
number of Tory MPs with various de¬ 
tails. 

However, there is no evidence for 
the vast majority of the claims - many 
of which appear to be vague and oth¬ 
ers detailing relationships with no 
suggestion of any wrong-doing mor¬ 
ally or politically. 

Yet at a time when the focus should 
be on Brexit, the eyes of the Westmin¬ 
ster establishment have been drawn 
to the ‘sleaze’ allegations and, with 
Sir Michael Fallon’s resignation, one 
which is claiming some significant 
scalps. 
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IS THIS END OF THE ROAD FOR FALLON ON FRONT BENCH? 



WHILE the key focus of the 
national media’s attention of this 
week’s sleeze scandal targeted 
Damian Green, given his seniority 
in Theresa May’s government, Sir 
Michael Fallon’s decision to fall on 
his sword took many by surprise. 

He started the week apologising 
publicly for touching the journalist 
Julia Hartley-Brewer’s knee at an 
event 15 years ago. 

And on Friday he faced allega¬ 
tions - which he denied - that he 
had spoken inappropriately to 
Commons leader Andrea Lead- 
som. There were also claims she 
had presented a dossier on his 
behaviour to the PM. 

One of many MPs on the now 
notorious list circulated among 
Tory whips - which emerged in full 
unredacted versions online this 
week - his resignation letter to the 
prime minister addressed the 
allegations - and committed 
himself to continuing to serve as 
an MP for Sevenoaks. 

He wrote: "A number of 
allegations have surfaced about 
MPs in recent days, including 
some about my previous conduct. 

“Many of these have been false 
but I accept that in the past I have 
fallen below the high standards 
that we require of the armed 
forces that I have the honour to 
represent. 

‘ ‘I have reflected on my position 
and I am therefore resigning as 
defence secretary. It has been a 
privilege to have led defence over 
the past three and a half years. 


‘ ‘I have been fortunate in the 
opportunity to serve in the 
governments of four prime 
ministers, and to have played a 
part in education reform, including 
setting up Ofsted, the reduction of 
red tape for business, and the 
attraction of new investment into 
energy generation. 

“I shall continue to support the 
government and to work hard for 
my Sevenoaks constituents.” 

In response, Theresa May said: 

“I appreciate the characteristically 
serious manner in which you have 
considered your position, and the 
particular example you wish to set 
to servicemen and women and 
others. 

“You have combined [ministe¬ 
rial] roles with diligent service to 
the public in two constituencies - 
first in Darlington, and then in 
Sevenoaks - and I know you will 
continue to represent your 
constituents in that manner.” 

The irony of Sir Michael Fallon’s 
downfall is that for so many years 
he has been seen as the solid, 
reliable figure of Conservative 
politics. 

Yet after spending years 
commanding such a reputation in 
government, Sir Michael was 
ultimately undone by his long- 
trusted judgement. 

The Tory MP entered office 
when Margaret Thatcher was 
prime minister in 1983 and held an 
array of ministerial positions under 
four Conservative leaders. 

By the time David Cameron was 
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OFF: Michael Fallon’s resignation 
letter to the PM as he quit as defence 
secretary. 

in Downing Street, Sir Michael, 
now known for his composure 
under tough questioning, was 
routinely called upon to represent 
the Government for TV grillings. 

His time as defence secretary 
was characterised by his role 
overseeing British military efforts 
against the Islamic State terror 
group in the Middle East, which 
helped lead to it being all but 
routed from Iraq and Syria by 
2017. 

But despite surviving the 
changing political tide over 


several decades, Sir Michael’s fall 
from grace began when it was 
revealed he had touched the knee 
of a female journalist in 2002. 

Like many prospective MPs, Mr 
Fallon got his first job in politics as 
a researcher for the Conservative 
party in the late 1970s. 

In 1983, his stock had risen so 
much that he was selected to fight 
for a parliamentary seat during a 
by-election in Darlington, which he 
lost to Labour’s Oswald O’Brien. 

A general election lurked round 
the corner, however, allowing Sir 


Michael to secure the seat by 3,438 
votes just 77 days later, on June 9 
1983. 

After holding the seat in the 1987 
election, he was made parliamen¬ 
tary private secretary to the 
energy secretary Cecil Parkinson 
and became Margaret Thatcher’s 
assistant whip the following year. 

As pressure mounted on the Iron 
Lady to resign in 1990, Sir Michael 
joined a small cadre of supporters 
including Michael Portillo to visit 
the embattled PM. 

He attempted to persuade the

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long-time Tory leader to remain. 

She later wrote of the encounter: 
“They arrived about midnight and 
tried in vain to convince me that all 
was not lost... I said that I would 
sleep on my own resignation, as I 
always did with important matters, 
before making my final decision; 
but it would be very difficult to 
prevail if the cabinet did not have 
their hearts in the campaign.” 

Sir Michael spent time in the 
political wilderness after a 1992 
election defeat - returning at 
Sevenoaks as the Conservatives 
were cast from government in 1997. 
He assumed the position as the 
town’s MP in one of the nation’s 
safest Tory seats following the 
decision by former MP Mark 
Wolfson to retire after 18 years at 
Westminster. 

At this June’s election, he in¬ 
creased his share of the vote to 63.7 
per cent. 

By the time the Tories had 
returned to power in a coalition 
government in 2010, he had 
climbed to the senior party ranks 
and was appointed deputy chair¬ 
man. 

The veteran MP then jumped 
between several ministerial posts 
under Mr Cameron until he was 
handed the defence brief in 2014, 
which he held through two chaotic 
elections and the EU Referendum. 

Then, last month, allegations of 
sexual impropriety in public life 
began to gather momentum after 
Hollywood producer Harvey 
Weinstein was accused of being a

prolific sex attacker. 

The scandal eventually engulfed 
Westminster and it emerged Sir 
Michael had touched journalist Julia 
Hartley-Brewer’s knee during a 
dinner 15 years earlier. 

Despite the journalist brushing it 
off as “mildly amusing”, Sir Michael 
was forced to apologise and 
announced his resignation days 
later. 

Sir Michael’s local party said it 
supports him continuing as MP for 
Sevenoaks, the seat he has repre¬ 
sented since 1997. 

Sevenoaks Conservatives 
chairman Graham Clack said: “He’s 


been a fantastic local MP and he will 
carry on being our fantastic local 
constituency MP. Nothing changes 
on that.” 

So what now for such a once 
reliable politician? His resignation 
raises some important questions - 
none more so than for the prime 
minister, who has lost one of her 
most trusted allies in the cabinet. 

As the PM announced a cabinet 
reshuffle following the humiliating 
general election result, Sir Michael 
was one of the first ministers to 
retain his secretary of state position. 

And it seems Sir Michael’s advice 
as one of the most senior members 


of government was valued by Mrs 
May. After the general election 
swept Mrs May’s Commons 
majority away, he disclosed that 
senior ministers had confronted the 
PM and told her she had to change 
the way she operates and adopt a 
more collective approach. 

At what is a testing time for Mrs 
May, with Brexit negotiations front 
and centre of many minds, Sir 
Michael’s opinions and backing will 
likely be missed by the PM. 

So where does it leave the 
Sevenoaks MP now? 

With two stints in the House of 
Commons spanning nearly 30 
years and high-level roles both 
within the Conservative party and 
in Government, Sir Michael had 
firmly established himself as a key 
player at Westminster. 

He had served as defence 
secretary since July 2014 when he 
was appointed by then-PM David 
Cameron and remained in post 
when Mrs May took the keys to 
Number 10. 

This followed a stint as deputy 
chairman of the Conservative Party 
from September 2010 to September 
2012 . 

Sir Michael may have bounced 
back before - an election defeat in 
Darlington in 1992 was followed by 
a return to the Commons in 1997 - 
but few would expect him to return 
to the top table after becoming the 
Westminster sex scandal’s first 
major scalp. 

However, he is credited for a 
significant transformation of 


defence, which raises the issue of 
what does this all mean for the 
forthcoming defence spending 
review? 

The UK is a rare breed among 
Nato members - it spends two per 
cent of GDP on defence and the 
amount has increased over recent 
years. 

As Sir Michael told the Commons 
last month: “The defence budget 
was £34 billion when I became 
defence secretary. It’s £36bn today 
and it’s going to reach £40bn by 
2020 . 

’’But the National Audit Office 
warned in January that defence staff 
must find nearly £6 billion of 
additional savings or officials will 
be forced to cut or delay plans for 
new tanks and aircraft. 

It said the risks to the affordability 
of the Ministry of Defence’s 10-year 
spending plan were greater than at 
any point since its introduction in 
2012 . 

Sir Michael was widely consid¬ 
ered to be well across his brief and 
was working hard to ensure military 
spending was sustained when he 
resigned his post. 

As speculation mounts about 
where the cloth will be cut - with 
rumours including spending cuts to 
the marines or warships - Sir 
Michael continued to place pres¬ 
sure on chancellor Philip Hammond 
ahead of his financial statement this 
month. 

Whether Sir Michael’s successor 
will be able to continue this remains 
to be seen.

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Campaign to protect Goodwin 
Sands gets historic key backing 


As Dover Harbour Board continues to 
seek permission to dredge the sands, 
its hopes may have just received a blow

T HE fight to save the Good¬ 
win Sands from being 
dredged to provide materi¬ 
al for Dover docks’ expan¬ 
sion has been given a ma¬ 
jor boost after receiving the backing 
of Historic England. 

The public body, largely funded by 
the Department for Digital, Culture, 
Media and Sport, says it is opposed to 
the dredging of the famous shallow 
10-mile long sand bank which is six 
miles off the coast of Deal. 

It is the graveyard for numerous 
shipwrecks over the centuries. 

Dover Harbour Board wants to 
take some 2.5 million cubic metres of 
sand - which it insists amounts to a 
tiny fraction of the sands - to help its 
ambitious multi-million pound Dover 
Western Docks revival project. 

But it has faced opposition from the 


group Goodwin Sands SOS (Save our 
Sands) which insists any work on the 
area will disturb the natural environ¬ 
ment - seals are often sighted on the 
sands - and the graves of thousands of 
mariners and war victims. 

Due to the wrangle, Dover Harbour 
Board has started dredging else¬ 
where to ensure work on its project - 
which it says will boost the local 
economy and create jobs - keeps on 
track. But that it is still eyeing the po¬ 
tential of the Goodwins. 

Campaign leader Joanna Thomson 
explains: “Area 501 is a newly li¬ 
censed dredging site located in the 
outer Thames Estuary, some 41 nau¬ 
tical miles from Dover, which is well 
within the industry norm in terms of 
distance from site to wharf. 

“However, DHB claim it is unviable 
to extract the whole 2.5 million. The 
reality is, that for some reason, DHB 
were so confident in assuming the 
dredging licence application would 
be a ’shoe in’ that they did not have a 


contingency budget in place. 

“We have wanted the backing of 
Historic England for some time, but 
they have been prevaricating, but fi¬ 
nally they have come to a decision 
that is music to our ears.” 

The Dover Harbour Board marine 
licence dredging application is cur¬ 
rently with the Marine Management 
Organisation for a final decision. 

But it has now sent its responses 
from its primary advisors on the pub¬ 
lic register to the campaigners. 

Ms Thomson said: “Historic Eng¬ 
land has recommended the MMO do 
not grant the marine licence on the 
grounds that the risks to the known 
and unknown historic environment 
are not adequately addressed in the 
present application. 

“This objection comes after seven 
local town and parish councils all 
voted to object to the dredging, fol¬ 
lowing presentations by both Dover 
Harbour Board and Goodwin Sands 
SOS.” 

Among those to also voice con¬ 
cerns are the Kent Wildlife Trust, 
Thanet Fishermen’s Association and 
British Sub Aqua Club. 

Ms Thomson said: “Natural Eng¬ 
land has given a guarded response, 
which is currently being challenged 


by Goodwin Sands SOS. 

“They omitted to respond on two 
important factors - the conflict of the 
rescheduled dredging timetable with 
the seals’ moulting, breeding and 
pupping seasons and the absence of a 
one kilometre exclusion zone around 
the haul-out site at Trinity Bay. 

“This exclusion zone would render 
the north half of the dredging zone 
unusable, which probably is why Do¬ 
ver Harbour Board has downplayed 
its significance.” 

The public responses from several 


consultations will be published on 
the MMO’s public register in due 
course. 

Meanwhile, Ms Thomson said: “As 
you would expect, we are delighted 
that Historic England have so firmly 
called for the licence application to be 
rejected. We have said all along that 
the proposed dredging presents a sig¬ 
nificant risk to the unknown historic 
environment, so it is very reassuring 
to have our fears justified by Historic 
England, who are obviously the ex¬ 
perts in such matters.”

From its report, Historic England 
said: “Our advice is we recommend 
that you do not issue a marine licence 
for this proposed project as there are 
important matters regarding risk to 
the known and unknown historic en¬ 
vironment that are not adequately 
addressed in the present application.” 

And their report goes on: “Since 
dredging last occurred in 1998 on 


the Goodwin Sands, the legislation 
and policy that regulates and directs 
both the aggregate dredging industry 
and care for the marine historic envi¬ 
ronment has changed substantially. 
From our review of the evidence pre¬ 
sented within this application a clear 
assessment of risk has not been suffi¬ 
ciently demonstrated.” 

And on the reduced volume now 


intended to be taken, it said “the risk 
still exists that the proposed dredge 
programme could encounter pres¬ 
ently unknown archaeological mate¬ 
rials”. 

In conclusion, it said: “The sedi¬ 
mentary dynamic conditions of the 
Goodwin Sands are unique in com¬ 
parison with other active marine 
minerals licensed dredging areas and

that proportionately the risk to en¬ 
countering previously unknown fea¬ 
tures of archaeological interest is 
readily apparent. 

“The test of alternative dredging 
locations appears seems to have giv¬ 
en limited attention to the full range 
of historic seascape character. 

“The apparent dynamic nature of 
the Goodwin Sands will make estab¬ 
lishing baseline conditions for the 
purposes of monitoring very prob¬ 
lematic. 

“We therefore consider it necessary 
that this proposed project should now 
take all necessary steps to balance 
the commercial and operational 
needs of the project with the evident 
risks involved with dredging in such 
a dynamic sedimentary environment 
as the south Goodwin Sands.” 

Ms Thomson said also opposed to 
the planned dredging are the local 
town councils, Thanet North MP Sir 
Roger Gale, the joint nautical archae¬ 
ology policy committee, and the Zoo¬ 
logical Society of London. 

Dover Harbour says it is creating 
600 jobs but needs the aggregate 
from the sands to help relocate its 


cargo area to a new terminal at the 
Western Docks. The sand will be used 
for both land reclamation and the 
construction works. The effect of this 
will also create extra space within its 
Eastern Docks for ferry traffic. 

Also being built would be shops, 
hotels and bars and a new marina. 

Dover port reiterated it only plans 
to remove a small proportion of the 
Sands for the Dover Western Dock Re¬ 
vival - just 0.22 per cent of the total 
volume leaving over 99.7 per cent 
which means there would be no 
coastal impact. 

It added that all known military 
sites have been identified and avoid¬ 
ed. 

A Port of Dover spokesman said: 
“We are, of course, aware of Historic 
England’s extensive response to the 
public consultation. We understand 
that the MMO is currently reviewing 
all of the representations made.” 

The dredging proposals has also at¬ 
tracted strong opposition from re¬ 
nowned actors Mark Rylance and 
Miriam Margolyes, as well as author 
Deborah Moggach, and marine and 
coastal ecologist Maya Plass.

Complex decision edges closer

SENIOR officials at Canterbury City 
Council are sifting through piles of 
responses to a public consultation on 
a site which could become one of its 
major entertainment hubs. 

Developer Linkcity has submitted 
an application to build at the former 
council-owned Serco depot and 
coach park in Kingsmead, as well as 
other adjacent pieces of land. 

Subject to planning permission, 
the leisure-led scheme known as Can¬ 
terbury Riverside will create 80 new 
full time equivalent jobs and deliver a 
five or six-screen cinema, eight com¬ 
mercial units for cafes, bars and res¬ 
taurants, a small convenience store 
and two smaller shops and a public 
square to host events and cultural ac¬ 
tivities. 

It also aims to create 189 homes, 
484 purpose-built student bedrooms, 
a new boat house and pontoon, an ex¬ 
tension of the riverside pathway and 
improved access to the river and an 
undercroft car park and parking for 
bikes across the site. 

Now the public consultation is tak¬ 
ing place in order to gauge reaction to 
the scheme. 

Chairman of the council’s regener¬ 
ation and property committee, Ben 
Fitter-Harding, said: “Kingsmead is 
the last large development site in 


Canterbury. 

“Bringing the area back to life is a 
priority for us, because it has been 
run down for some time and an eye¬ 
sore for people living nearby. 

“We want to repay their patience 
by making it vibrant once again, so 
it’s great to have reached this impor¬ 
tant milestone of the planning appli¬ 
cation being submitted. 

“The project stretches back to the 


original Kingsmead development 
brief of 2004, and since then we have 
worked really hard to get to this 
point. 

“There has been lots of pre-plan¬ 
ning public consultation in the last 
couple of years as the plans have been 
put together and we know there is 
plenty of support for the project. 

“If this scheme is granted planning 
permission, it represents a brilliant 


opportunity for us to attract visitors 
and shoppers and persuade them to 
stay in the city for longer. 

“Businesses in Northgate should 
really benefit too, as footfall between 
Canterbury Riverside and the city 
centre is likely to be high. 

“It would also mean residents will 
no longer need to travel to Westwood 
Cross, Ashford or Maidstone to enjoy 
a multi-screen cinema experience. 


“At the moment, we only retain 39 
per cent of the potential cinema audi¬ 
ence.” 

Some people have recently ques¬ 
tioned the need for more purpose- 
built student accommodation in the 
city, but Cllr Fitter-Harding said it is 
an important way to improve the 
number of affordable family homes in 
the district. 

He said: “At the moment purpose- 
built student accommodation is home 
to 45 per cent of the 30,000 students 
studying in the city. 

“Because Canterbury is a desirable 
place to live and the demand caused 
by the need to house students, buying 
and renting property is more expen¬ 
sive than in the rest of east Kent. 

“Affordability is a keen concern of 
new and existing residents and this is 
one of the many ways we can tackle 
it.” 

Demolition crews are pulling down 
the some of the existing buildings for 
public safety reasons. 

This work is required regardless 
of the outcome of the planning proc¬ 
ess. 

A spokesman for the city council 
added: “The consultation is open, and 
officers are now looking through re¬ 
sponses at the moment and a report 
will go to committee in due course.”

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Sissinghurst Castle is set to host a very special exhibition for the child in all of us 


F OR those of a certain age, 
their childhood’s exposure 
to popular culture will 
have been defined by the 
work of two men. 

Peter Firmin and Oliver Postgate 
allowed their fertile imaginations 
to create some of the nation’s best¬ 
loved and most fondly remembered 
creations - and many of which were 
created right here in Kent. 

And now the fruits of their pro¬ 
ductive partnership will be on dis¬ 
play at Sissinghurst Castle as part of 
a touring exhibition by the V&A 
Museum of Childhood. 

Clangers, Bagpuss & Co brings to¬ 
gether some of those memorable 
creations which emerged out of the 
duo’s Smallfilms production house. 

Ivor the Engine, Noggin the Nog 
and Pogles Wood are all part of the 
collection which will be on display 
at Sissinghurst from November 11 


to February 4. 

Oliver Postgate’s voice and Peter 
Firmin’s puppets and artwork are 
cornerstones of 20th century 
British culture and their quirky 
and inventive programmes shaped 
the childhood memories of 
millions. As well as telling the 
story of Bagpuss and The Clangers, 
the exhibition goes behind the 
scenes of some of their other 
creations: Pogles Wood, Noggin 
the Nog and Ivor the Engine. 

From Watch with Mother in the 
1960s to 21st century CBeebies, 
Smallfilm’s endearing characters 
and captivating imaginary worlds 
have been staples of children’s 
television across the globe. The 
Clangers returned to the small 
screen in 2015 and have been 
embraced by a new generation of 
fans. 

Before the days of CGI, Small¬ 


films used detailed craftsmanship 
and bold ingenuity to create 
enchanting animations. Working 
in a barn and an adapted pigsty in 
a village just outside Canterbury, 
the pair were able to maintain 
their creative independence and 
uniqueness of vision. 

The exhibition brings together 
the original puppets alongside 
archive footage, sets and story¬ 
boards, photos, scripts and filming 
equipment, all set in a playful 
recreation of Oliver and Peter’s film 
studio. 

Alice Sage, curator of the 
exhibition, said: “We all hold a 
special place in our hearts for one 
or more of Smallfilms’ creations. 
Beyond telling marvellous, 
captivating stories, Peter Firmin 
and Oliver Postgate’s work 
encouraged children to look at the 
world with curiosity. Oliver’s 


distinctive voice as narrator never 
spoke down to their young 
audience, and they weren’t afraid 
of dealing with complex ideas in a 
magical way. The stories have 
stood the test of time. 

“As well as looking at how these 
programmes were made, we also 
hope to capture the spirit of these 
timeless gems.” 

Visitors can see Oliver Postgate’s 
stop-motion film camera, adapted 
using a small motor and bits of 
Meccano, learn why Bagpuss 
changed from orange to pink, and 
find out what Major Clanger was 
really saying from original 
shooting scripts. 

They can also try their hand at 
animating the characters using 
current technology. 

The exhibition is open everyday, 
except December 24 and 25 and 
runs from 11am to 4pm.

Prince exhibition is key 
reminder of talent lost

WHEN Prince passed away last 
year, it brought to an end the life 
of an artist who managed to live 
depicted in a way he always 
dictated. 

From the writing, performance 
and production of his music to his 
clothing and live performances, 
there was never any doubt he was 
in control. 

He turned himself and his life into 
a canvas - painting upon it an image 
he wanted to portray to the world at 
all times.

My Name Is Prince - an 
exhibition running at the 02 in 
Greenwich - is perhaps the most 
notable example of that. A 
celebration of his life and career, it 
features instruments and clothing 
from his earliest shows all the way 
through to the Prince and a 


Microphone tour which he was 
midway through on at the time of 
his death. 

With Gracelands, the firm 
which runs Elvis Presley’s former 
home, now in charge at Prince’s 
cherished Paisley Park recording 
complex and home in Minneapo¬ 
lis, they are also running this 
event...obvious by the fact an Elvis 
exhibition will run alongside it, 
starting next week. 

And while a little light on detail, 
there is plenty to see here. Some 
iconic outfits - such as that worn 


in the movie Purple Rain and the 
cloud suit from the Raspberry 
Beret video among many others. 

With his trademark symbol 
supporting the main display, you 
would be hard pushed not to feel 
the pain of his loss all over again 
as you revel in his very special 
talent. Would he have approved it? 
Probably not, but he would have to 
begrudgingly respect they’d done 
a good job. Go see it.

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Dawn French reflects on life as she hits bin 6-0 


Comedy star for decades, her new book offers pearls of wisdom as she reflects upon her colourful life 


S HE’s among our best-loved 
comedy actresses, star of The 
Vicar of Dibley, one half of 
comedy duo French and 
Saunders, acclaimed author 
and chocolate-loving national treasure. 

Much of Dawn French’s work has 
been drawn from her own life - her 
2008 autobiography Dear Fatty and 
recent solo show Thirty Million Min¬ 
utes chart both her triumphs and her 
tragedies. Her latest book Me. You. A 
Diary reveals what she has learned in 
her 60 years and features blank pages 
for the reader to include his or her 
own entries. 

It’s a mellow, gentle read with a lot 
of words of wisdom, as Dawn looks 
back on how she has acted and react¬ 
ed to different events in her life, how 


her priorities have changed and how, 
as her mother used to say, ‘We don’t 
do perfect’. Remarkably, she turned 
60 last month. 

It’s clear that family means every¬ 
thing to Dawn, who has an adopted 
daughter Billie with her ex-husband 
Sir Lenny Henry - who she remains 
on good terms with - and has gained 
two stepchildren through her second 
marriage to Mark Bignall, who runs a 
drugs rehabilitation charity. They 
live in Cornwall. 

Yet she guards her family’s privacy 
like a tigress, both in the book and in 
person. It must have been difficult to 
write about her own life without in¬ 
cluding them in it. 

“I’m a bit of a contradiction in 
terms,” she admits. “I’ve had my loss,

I’ve had my joys, and all kinds of ups 
and downs, like everyone - but I’ve 
found that by telling my story hon¬ 
estly, that connects me to the readers, 
and the audience to my show. It’s who 
I am. That doesn’t mean to say I’m not 
private - there’s plenty that’s not in 
the book.” 

She doesn’t mention Mark by name 
in the diary and steers clear of much 
detail on other family members. 

“None of these people have asked to 
be part of this,” she explains. “This is 
my life and my choices, so I have to be 
careful about that. My own daughter 
doesn’t want to be in it because she’s 
very shy.” 

Is marriage different second time 
around? 

“Yes, because the person is differ¬ 


ent and so the mixture is different. 
There’s chemistry that’s entirely dif¬ 
ferent and all the more interesting for 
that. When you get married when 
you’re young, you don’t even think 
about the future, you just trundle on. 
I’m very aware that when you get 
married in your 50s, you must savour 
every minute, have a bit of a short¬ 
hand and cut through the crap a bit 
quicker.” 

The career is still going strong - she 
is currently filming the second series 
of Delicious for Sky 1 and working on 
a French and Saunders 30th anniver¬ 
sary Christmas special “basically a 
clip show” she explains.

WE write in response to your article 
last week regarding Thanet District 
Council's vote to re-designate the 
status of Manston Airport from 
aviation to mixed development 
usage.

However, with multiple investors 
still interested in providing an 
aviation option at Manston hope is 
not entirely diminished and any 
future compulsory acquisition of the 
site would override the local plan 
anyway. 

The decision cabinet made last 
week is just the beginning of the 
process to publish a new local plan 
not the end. Along the way there will 
be recommendations from the cross 
party overview and scrutiny panel, 
then a full council vote in January 
followed by a six week public 
consultation. 

In the event of the revised local 
plan being voted through at full 
council it will be imperative that all 
supporters in favour of a reopened 
airport respond to the consultation 
with coherent objections even 
if they have done so before. On this 
occasion the responses will bypass 
TDC and go directly to an independ¬ 
ent secretary of state for determina¬ 
tion.

M PV to SUV, Peugeot has 
reinvented the 5008 
and expects big things 
from this new, 
seven-seater. 

Launched in 2009, the 5008 
chalked up 20,000 UK sales as a 
seven-seat multi-purpose vehicle - 
Peugeot aims to find 5,500 custom¬ 
ers for the new sport utility vehicle 
version in its first full year. 

One of the most stylish C-segment 
SUVs, Peugeot has cleverly disguised 
the 5008’s size with an alloy trim 
strip running along the roofline and 
down into the rear lights which 
makes the profile look smaller and 
sleeker. 

While seven-seat SUVs are 
replacing MPVs, the 5008 is more 
biased towards carrying people than 
off-road work. There’s no four-wheel 
drive but advanced grip control is 
optional. 

Launched with 100 and 120hp 1.6 
and 150hp 2.0-litre turbo diesel and 
130hp 1.2-litre and 165hp 1.6-litre 
turbo petrol engines, new 130hp 
1.5-litre and 180hp 2.0-litre turbo 
diesels, the former manual, the latter 
with a new eight-speed automatic 
gearbox, arrive soon. 

The surprise package is the peppy 


1.2-litre, three-cylinder PureTech 
petrol unit which hauls the 5008 
along really rather well. 

If comfort is your priority, 
lower-spec models with smaller 
wheels and deeper tyres are best as 
high-spec 19in wheels make the ride 


firmer and noisier. On the plus side, 
larger wheels make the handling 
more rewarding less body roll. That 
said, regardless of model - Active, 
Allure, GT Line or GT - the 5008 is a 
fine driving companion. 

The versatile standard seven-seat 


layout sees three middle row seats, 
with reclining backs, which each 
slide back and forth to transfer some 
of the limo-like legroom to the third 
row or increase boot space. With all 
five seats flat, you’ve got 2,042 litres 
of load space. On all but entry model,

Burman calls for 
belief from Darts

DARTFORD boss Tony Burman has 
called for his players to believe in 
themselves ahead of Sunday’s huge 
FA Cup tie with Swindon Town. 

The Darts were handed the plum 
draw in the first round of the world’s 
oldest cup competition after seeing off 
Burgess Hill Town in a qualifier last 
month. 

A sell-out crowd is expected to be in 
attendance at Princes Park for the 
visit of the League Two side, who 
were gracing the Premier League in 
the early 1990s. 

Dartford go into the game in good 
nick having beaten St Albans and 
Bath City in the last fortnight to re¬ 
turn to the summit of the National 
League South - two divisions below 
Sunday’s opponents. 

And with the likes of Sutton United 
and Lincoln City - finally defeated in a 
glamour quarter-final tie away at 
eventual winners Arsenal - proving 
non-league sides can progress deep in 
the FA Cup, Burman says he is keen to 
instil a strong team spirit going into 
what is unquestionably their sternest 
test of the season so far. 

“It’s a major, major part of this club 
to have the players and the support¬ 
ers together,” he said. 

“Sometimes it gets knocked a little 
bit but you try and build a good spirit 
in the changing room, and we’ve got 
that. 

“We had it last year and we got it 
this year. 

“There’s one or two players in there 
who haven’t won things and they’ve 


got to get into that mode of thinking 
they are good players and they can 
win. 

“It’s difficult, it’s hard work but 
we’re having a go.” 

However, Swindon are enjoying a 
fine season themselves, riding high in 
fifth position, with many tipping 
them for promotion to League One. 

Should Dartford need extra motiva¬ 


tion, the winners of the tie will pocket 
some £18,000 in prize money. 

The game kicks off at 2pm, and will 
be featured on the BBC’s Match of the 
Day highlights programme later that 
evening. 

Dartford’s county rivals Ebbsfleet 
United, Maidstone United, Bromley 
and Gillingham were all in FA Cup 
action on Saturday. 


Conway off to China as WEC reaches climax

SEVENOAKS star Mike Conway 
heads to China this weekend to 
contest the penultimate round of the 
2017 World Endurance Champion¬ 
ship - the 6 Hours of Shanghai. 

The circuit features a combination 
of long straights and a variety of 
corners, from very slow hairpins at 
the beginning and end of the lap, to 
faster, sweeping corners in the 
middle sector. 

Conway’s previous visits have seen 
him finishes on the podium twice 
from three visits, including victory 
in 2014 when he first raced in the 
WEC with G-Drive Racing in the 
LMP2 category. 

Toyota has won twice in its five 
previous visits to Shanghai, during

its first WEC season in 2012 and then 
as part of its World Championship¬ 
winning 2014 campaign, while last 
season saw the TS050 Hybrids earn a 


strong double podium finish. 

Toyota, mathematically, still have 
a shot at the manufacturers’ 
standings but will need to overcome 
a 58.5-point deficit to Porsche in the 
final two races of the season. 

“I like Shanghai as a circuit and I 
am looking forward to getting back 
on track,” Conway said. 

“The track lay-out demands a lot 
from our cars and tyres so hopefully 
we can get everything dialled in; that 
will be our target in the practice 
sessions. 

So far in 2017, we have won three 
races but Porsche has won four; even 
if it is now very difficult to challenge 
for the World Championship, our 
target is to win more races. We also 
want to give the WEC fans another 
exciting battle between Toyota and 
Porsche in Shanghai.”

Fleet forward Brandy

Palace are currently fifth in the FA 
Women’s Premier League table with 
Gills in eighth, and Wheeler is well 
aware of the threat the opposition 
will pose. 

He said: “Crystal Palace are a big 
club in our division but we will look 
to focus on ourselves, utilise our own 
strengths and use the crowd at 
Priestfield to our advantage.” 


Loftus-Cheek named 
in first England squad 


KENT’S Ruben Loftus-Cheek has been 
picked in Gareth Southgate’s England 
squad for the first time. 

The Chelsea midfielder, currently 
impressing on loan at Crystal Palace, is 
one of three uncapped players to be 
selected for friendlies against Germany 
and Brazil this month, alongside Tammy 
Abraham and Joe Gomez. 

A former student at High Firs Primary 
School and Orchards Academy, the 
Swanley-raised star has made 22 appear¬ 
ances for Chelsea, and seven so far this 
season at Palace. 

He has worked his way through the 
England ranks and first signed for the west 
London club at eight-years-old. 

However, former Maidstone United 
defender Chris Smalling is among those 
left out of the squad for the games on 
November 10 and Brazil on November 14. 

Southgate said: “I have huge respect for 
Chris. We want to play in a certain way 
and the players I have brought in I want to 
see using the ball from the back and 
building it up in a certain way.”
